The grain growing and provision raising 
country which stretches from the Potomac 
at Harper's Ferry to Memphi.t on the Ten* 
nesaee is now exhausted of its provisions. 
The armies of the South have consumed 
everything in the central portion of it, and 
the joint armies of the two belligerent pow- 
ers have consumed the supplies of the ex- 
tremes. Much of the productive portion of 
North Carolina and the Quif Stales have i 
been also exhausted, and the general scar- 
city of all sorts of supplies is attested by 
the high prices of everything eatable. — j 
Wheat is worth two dollars and a half at j 
Bristol, in the heart of a fine wheat 
country, and cattle are bringing seven 
cents grosB in Sooth western Virginia, 
the chief cattle raising region for the whole 
South. Pork is not to be engaged now of 
the pork raisers of East Tennessee at I 
twenty-five cents, though one-fourth that | 
figure has always been thoughts good price 
after it had reached the markets of con- 
sumption. Hay, which used to be difficult 
of sale at fifty cents a hundred in the in- 
terior, now cannot be obtained in sufficient 
quantities to supply the demand at two 
dollars. Every article of form produce 
has gone up to these fabulous prices, and 
the ready payment of these tempting rates 
has exhausted the farming regions of the 
South of their supplies. High prices now 
no longer command, in requisite quantities, 
the farm staples of the country. 

The fact has resulted from the circum- 
stance that a comparatively limited region 
of country has been compelled to support, 
not only its own population, but also the 
armies both of friend and foe. The ex- 
haustion whiob haa reaulted is almost com- 
plete, as is shown by the fact that while a 
^sen eggs may be procured for three cents 
in Boston, they readily command a dollar 
in Richmond. As onr armies have now 
advanced into Kentucky and Maryland, 
thiascareily of food will be relieved to the 
extent of the army supplies; but the ex- 
haustion is so absolute that it must be some 
timebefofe prices can subsrde to their ac- 
customed rates. 

There are two sources only from which 
Oovernment and people can obtain the pro- 
visions necessary for their support. The 
first course is the cotton country, in which 
unusual areas, heraiofbre davoted to cotton, 
are said to have been sown and planted in 
grain. It may almost be assumed that, in 
respect to grain, this source of supply will 
be ample for the emergency. But the rear- 
ing of animals cannot be increaaed with 
the same rapidity as that of grain crops; 
and the cotton oonntry will remain etill 
longer a eonsumer of meats rather than a 
producer. The deficiency in cattle might 
poesibly have been made up in Texas, and 
probably will be to some extent; but the 
command of a large portion of the channel 
of the Mississippi by the enemy will seri- 
ously diminish the supply of flesh derived 
from that quarter. 

The great and true source of meat supply 
is the State of Kentucky. If our armies 
could push directly forward on that Stale 
and occupy it to the banks of the Ohio, the 
political advantages secured to the South 
would be of no small account, compared 
with those rhe would derive in a sumptuary 
point of view. There are more hogs and 
cattle in Kentucky available for general con- 
sumption, two or three to one, than are now 
left in all the South besides, and steps ought 
to be taken by Government to drive these 
animals, as wsll as mules and horses, as the 
armies march forward, and place them 
within our lines. It is not only positively 
important to us that these animals should 
be promptly secured as they fail within oqr 
grasp, but it is negatively so, also. In de- 
priving the enemy of the convenient sup- 
plies of meat for their army which they 
Lave derived from Keulncky. 

In this point of view, the campaign in 
Kentucky becomes doubly important, and 
assumes an interest as great as that iu 
Maryland. We must uot disguise from 
ourselves, however, the danger whiob ex- 
ists of these armies uot lieing aide to make 
those rapid advances in the State which 
are expected. 

It will require several weeks fur Bragg 
and Hardee, Buckner and Cheatham to

Mr. Corey says that now is the time to 
move on to Richmond, by the way of Suf- 
folk and Petersburg. There is no pesaibili- 
ty of resistance at Petersburg. The rebels 
commenced about six weeks ago to throw 
up earthworks southeast of the city. A 
very small force Is also at Richmond, 
though the fortifications are stronger. 'Fbe 
Merrimao (or Virginia No. 2) is now nearly 
ready. Her orew are now in Fert Darling, 
and constitute its principal garrison. 

Now is the time to take tke rebel eap- 
tal. It can be done, and what a shak- 
ing such a blow would give the Confed- 
eracyl llow loyal and true hearts the 
world over would bound with joy! Sound 
again the rallying war cry, “On to Rich- 
mond! ’ 

While the army was in the vicinity, 
business in the cities of Richmond and 
Petersburg wsa good, and the people got 
along very well, as money (Seoesh notes) 
was very plenty; though the prices of ne- 
cessaries of life were enormous. But 
fears of distress and want began to 
haunt the poorer dosses, in consequence 
of threatened famine and scarcity of em- 
ployment. I 

We give the following list of retail prices 
as a sample of the boasted Sonthern inde- 
pendence, and as showing the manner of 
“getting along without Yankee manufac- 
tnres.’’ 

Coffee, $3 50 per pound; tea, ;filt> per 
pound; sugar, from UU cents to $1 per 
pound; salt, GO cents per quart; molasses, 
$5 to $7 per gallon, (this article ran up to 
these almost fabulous prices after the cap- 
ture of New Orleans^ butter, $1; cheese 
cannot be obtained; eggs, $1 per doieu; 
matches, 37 cents per 1 cent box; soap, 
from 75 cents to $1 per pound; flour, 
per barrel; corn meal, $2 50 per bushel; 
potatoes, $1 per peck; onions, 10 cents 
apiece; wood, $12 per cord. 

“Unde Sam’s green baeks” bring a pre- 
mium of 75 per cent, for “Confederate 
money. Virginia State bank notes 30 per 
cent, premium. 

The following prices will interest our Isdy 
readers : Calico prints $1 50 per yard; cot- 
ton doth, 75 cts to $1 20; hoop skirts, from

In a second proclsmation 
the president not only suepends the writ 
ef kabtoM ct/rj>u»^ but be also suspends the 
light of trial by a jury in all States. 
Almcet any act or word may be construed 
ante that class of offenses by the military. 
The perseaal liberty and the life of every 
man in the free as well as the slave Sutsa 
is put at the discretion of • military iri- 
Imnal.

From Corinth — The Battle of luka. 

Extract from a private letter dated Cor- 
inth, Missiatippi, September 21. 

1 muaU write you a word or two about the 
battle near luka. 

Prioe had uken up a position about a 
mile and a half north of luka, as if he 
were on the way to tbe Tennessee. The 
plan was for Roseorans to approach him 
from Jacinto, and Grant from Corinth, the 
latter keeping on the north side of the rail- 
road, and the battle was to take place Sat- 
urday morning. Information had also been 
received to the effect that Van Dorn and 
Breckinridge were expected to make a junc- 
tion with Price during the early part of the 
week, and therefore it was * further object 
of Grant and Rosecrans to whip Price be- 
fore this was effected. 

Grant’s army left Corinth on Thursday, 
taking tbe road to Burnsville, fifteen milee 
east of Corinth. At the same time Rose- 
crans moved from Clear Creek and Jacinto 
for luka. On Friday morning Grant’s 
pickets confronted Price’s near Burnsville. 
About 11 A. M., Price learned that Rose- 
crans was closing in on him from the 
south. He accordingly broke up camp, 
marched south, and eut hit vay through 
Rosecrans’ division. Oa Saturdajr morn- 
ing Grant marched on luka in bBtlie array, 
but tbe enemy bad fled, and Grant was left 
to look like the boy that let the bird go. 

About 460 are imported killed and wound- 
ed on our side— the Minnesota Fifth, and 
the Missouri Eleventh suffering most se- 
verely. 

The charge through our division was led 
by Texas troops, who fought like devils, 
bayoneting both the woundi-d and tbe well. 

It seems to be true that Gen. Little was 
killed, and Whitfield wounded on tbe rebel 
side; also, that Rosecrans was in pursuit at 
last accounts. General McPherson did not 
esiimatn the rebel lose any higher than our 
own. He thought the probabilities were 
that it was not so great. 

It is reported that Prioe is at Rienzt 
(fourteeu miles sooth of Corinth, on the rail- 
road), Saturday night. This, 1 think, is 
merely a report. 

Grant and staff are expected back at 
Corinth to-day. His army is to return also. 
Most of the regimenu about Corinth, if not 
all, have been ordered to move their camps 
inside of the breastworks. 

The trees in the neighborhood of Corinth 
are all felled, and breastworks are being 
thrown up on all the hills, and the heavy 
siego guns (that Halleck had) mounted.

Military Hats, Gaps & Trimmings, 



l&'The New Albany [..edger of yester- 
day, contains the following in regard to 
affairs on the border below: 

Dy the offieers of the steamer McCombs, 
which arrived from Henderson this morn- 
ing, we learn that all ia quiet at Owansboro 
and Henderson. 

After the battle at Owensboro oa Batnr- 
dny last, our troops buried foKy-two rebels 
found dead upon the field. They also took 
most of the rebels wounded prisoners. 

I The rout of the rebel was eomplete, and 
they are supposed to have gone baok to 
their rendezvous back of Caseyville. 

A large number of troops are now sta- 
tioned at Owensboro, and all the eeoeth of 
the lown are compelled *o carry a mnsket, 
drill, and do regular military duty, gmali 
squads of them are mixed into Union com- 
panies, so that if they become treacherous 
they can be easily put out of the way. 

At Henderson a large Union force is sta- 
tioned, and no funher tronble is appre- 
hended in that vicinity at present. 

At Brandenburg a small force of rebels 
slill hold the town, the Union men being 
all driven away. 'The wharf beat has been 
removed to the Indiana shore. The Union 
refugees are mostly at Mauekport, though 
many of them have come to this city. 

A Mrs. Taylor seems to be a leading 
spirit among the rebels at Brandenburg. 
On Wednesday she shot with a pistol at a 
Union man. When the shooting was done 
she stood in a porch, partly behind oi^of 
the posts that supported it. Another Union 
man, with a Henry rifla, saw her do the 
shooting, and taking deliberate aim fired 
at her, the ball Btriking tbe post within a 
half inch of her forehead. She has not 
been seen out since. 

The vilest outrages are committed on 
Union men in the town. It is ashassethat, 
with the number of troops in this vicinity, 
these vagabonds are allowed to hold a 
town so near us. Brandenburg is a pesti- 
lent secesh hole, and should be cleaned out.

the troop tram procrotfod. The wcath^ 
was quite foggy, and when within a half- 
mile of the bridge, a short diaiance from I 
here, the train suddenly came upon an en- 
gine standing on the track. The engine 
attached to die troop train was immedi- 
ately rerersed, but too late to prevent a 
a collieioB, and the two engines came to- 
gether with terri8e force. The first car 
behind the leader in the troop train was 
crushed, and nearly all of its occupanu 
either killed or wound^. The second car 
was driven into the first, and completely 
destroyed, and the third ear was thrown on 
the second, pushing through the roof of iu 
Both engines are a wreck. 

Thirty soldiers were seriously wounded. 

The cause of the accident was groat eare- 
lesness. 

Niw Tobk, Sept 26, 

A dispatch from Louisville annoanccc the 
sciiure by the rebels of Suit’s Salt river 
distillery building, though moat of tha 
stock hud bean removed to this city. The 
distillery is but thirty miles from the eity. 

The gunboat Conneetient arrived from 
the Gulf via Port Royal. She brings Lieu- 
tenant Walker, of the gunboat Winona, 
twenty-five officers and twenty-thra# sea- 
men, invalids diseharged; also, six prison- 
ers and seven refugees. 

The general health of the squadrons in 
the Gulf is good. The naral expeditions 
are being fitted ont at Pensacola. 

The Port Royal public will probably hear 
of important achievementa by the lormcr in 
a week or two. 

On the 13th, the gunboat Winona ran 
under the fire of Fort Morgan, below Mo- 
bile, and opened fire on a rebel steamer 
lying inside, driving off her crew, and 
damaging her greatly by the explosion of 
a eleven inch shell in her bow. 

Port Morgan opened a heavy fire on the 
Winona, but she escaped unhurt. TbeConn 
captured an English schooner laden with 
cotton, which had escaped the blockade at 
Sabine Pass. Instruetions were found on 
board to sell the cargo at Havana, aad pnr- 
ehase produce, medieines and army shoea, 
and return to Sabine Paaa. She was sent 
to Ship Island. CoLj Jack Hamilton, for- 
merly a member of Coagross, from Texas, 
had escaped and arrived at 8. W. Pass. 
He had been secreted in the mountains 
twenty-one days. He was accompanied by 
six friends. Ua reports a siroug Union 
feeling in the western part of tha Slate. 

Aiuavobia, Sept. 26. 

An engine started from here yesterday, 
and proceeded as far as Bristow. Shortly 
after arriving, a train was seen approach- 
ing from the other side, but which, on dis- 
covering their danger, started back and 
disappeared. Eight rebel soldiers were 
found at Bristow, who had been sUtionetl 
there to guard and assist in loading dabris 
found among the ruins of the trains de- 
stroyed at that placa. They were captured 
and brought down as prisoners. Sixteen 
freight cars were also found uninjured^t 
Manassas, with about half a carload of a^ 
munition, which had been piled on the 
ground and covered with canvas. 

The rebels, it seems, got an idea, started 
by some Union prisoners, that this was an 
infernal machine, and so refused to ap- 
proach. It was loaded, and with ears, was 
brought down for examination. No other 
troops were discovered in the vioinity. It 
was ascertained, on good authority, that 
trains were running, night and day, regu- 
larly to Culpepper, bringing supplies to the 
enemy, which were cenveyed in wagons 
from that place by way of Speiryville and 
Front Royal to W inohester. 

The Rapidan bridge haa been robnilt, and 
the bridge over the Rappahannock was to 
be finished to-day. 

All the engines net completely destroyed, 
have been run off from the stations above 
Bristow, and are now being used by tha 
rebels. 

Last week a line of pickets was estab- 
lished by the enemy, reaching from Win- 
chester to Brentsvllle, a Mint some six 
miles south of Manassas. This was to pre- 
vent residents south of that line eacapiiig 
impressment, which is now being enforced 
in Virginia where they have away. Many, 
however, succeed in eluding thcM pickets, 
and reach our lines, leaving their families 
and domestic effects behind. • 

Washikotom, SepL 26. 

The interview between the Oovemorii 
and the President, this afUrnooa, con- 
tinued three hours. They all represent to 
have been of a pleasant and gratifying 
character, while plainly intimating their 
confidence in the President’s ability and in- 
tegrity, assuring him of their determina- 
tion to support him in the discharge of his i 
duties. Their recommendation partook of 
a nature of friendly suggestions. Some of 
the subjects, he said, had received axeeutive 
consideration, but as others had now for 
the first time been presented, he requested 
they might be reduced to writing, in order 
that they might meet with the attention 
which their importance demands. The 
Governors having transacted their businera 
with the President, some of them left this 
evening for their respective homes. 

New Toaa, Sept. 26. 

A Sandy Hook, Md., letter reports that 
boats Lave arrived for a pontoon bridge; 
while temporarily the bridge is to be 
thrown across the river for the passage of 
railroad trains. 

Greater portion of the troops quartered in 
this vieinity, are on the Virginia aide. 

Rumors Bay the rebels an at Winchester, 
and have qommenoed fortifying. 

BaiDOEroaT, Opfositb IlAaaisauao, I 
September 26. / 

A terrible collision took place on the 
Cumberland Valley railroad this morning, 
about one mile above Harrisburg. Ona of 
the trains had a number of Pennsylvania 
militia on board who were returning home. 
Ten or twelve soldiers were killed, and 
about twenty wounded.

Third — Pledging to the Preeident their 
aid in all meaanree calculated to bring the 
war to an early termination, which should 
be prosecuted to alternate victory unless 
all the rebels should retura to their oonsti- 
tutionnl duties and obedience. 

Fourth — Congratulaliqg the President 
upon his proclamation to emaacipate the 
slaves, and believing it will be productive 
of good as a measure of justice, humanitj 
and sound policy. 

Fifth — Referring to the merits of the sol- 
diers who have fonght our battles. 

The Governors were courteously and 
kindly received, and their soggeetiona 
listened to with close attention by the 
President It is ascertained from those 
who had the best opportunity for knowing, 
that there was no proposition made at the 
recent conference at Altoona, nor even a 
suggestion ventured touching the removal 
of Oen. McClellan, nor was any proposi- 
tion or suggestion made as to the promo- 
tion of Fremont to the head of the army, 
or to the future disposal of that gentle- 
man. The address to the President, as 
agreed, was written by Oov. Andrews, at 
the euggcBliou of the otbor Qovernors 
present. No counter propositions or 
amended address was submitted. 

Oov. Bradford, of Md., alone, did not sign ' 
the address expressing the fears that the 
President’s proclamation to emancipate the 
slaves might not prove as advantageous as 
the contereoce hoped and regarding the 
matter as too doubtful to justify him in tak- 
ing aides in its support. 

There was no dispute, or improper 
warmth of debate whatever. The Conven- 
tion was of the most polite, kind, and con- 
ciliatory ckaraoter, and all present were 
animated by a cordial spirit of unity in 
support ef the Government and the Presi- 
dent in the prosecution of the war. The 
principal aim of the conference being to 1 1 
express their sentiments, and to proffer 
their support to him in future as in past, 
and to make relations of loyal men and 
States more clom, initimate and firm. AH, 
except Governor Bradford, of Maryland, 
were heartily convinced of the wisdom of 
the proclamation to emaneipnte alavea, and 
were desirous of expressing this convic- 
tion fo the President. In conferrence, 
various debates relating to recruiting, 
organisation, equipment, And transporta- 
tion of troops was discussed. 

The Governors freely compared notes, 
and agreed upon various points in this 
connection, which they agreed to submit to 
the Presideot and Secretary of War. They 
did nothing as to the matters referred to, 
nor did they put anything in writing, be- I 
cause they did not wish to appear dictato- 
rial, and believing that the friendly verbal 
communications, in a polite and respectful 
interview, would give them effect so far as 
they might be regarded correct or bene- 
ficial. 

The oaro and removal of sick and 
wounded soldiers, and the subject of fur- 
loughs, attracted a great deal ef attentioa, 
the object being to produce reforms, which 
all felt to be needed to secure the happi- 
ness of families whose protectore are away, 
Ihe welfare of soldiers, and true efficiency 
of arm, to carry out which reforms, should 
the Government adopt them, the States 
will cheerfully eo-operate. It was unani- 
mously agreed that frirlonghs should be 
so regulated as to prevent future abuses, 
it was also agreed to suggest an army of 
reserve, after the quota already called for 
shall be filled, of not leee^han 100,000 
men, to bedetailed and disciplined at home, 
to be called out in case of sudden emergen- 
cy, at such points where they may be need- 
ed, and to be mustered into servioe for 
twelve months, Jinless sooner discharged. 

New York, Sept. 26. 

The Pott stye, editorially, there is not 
the slightest foundation in faot for the ru- 
mors of oertain Governors endeavoring to 
impose upon tho Convention at Altoona, 
and upon the President’s action in regard to 
any Oeneral in the field or elsewhere, or in 
regard to other details of the management 
of the war. The aotlon of the Convention 
was most loyal. The only act of the meet- 
ing to draw ap a brief letter to the Presi- 
dent, tbuking him for his emancipation 
proelam^oD, expressing confidenoe in his 
wisdom and discretion, and offering him 
their warmeet eo-operation and that of their 
Sutee in all measures requieite for earry- 
iag on the war to a saoccasful end. The 
letter eloees by suggeatiog to the President 
the propriety of providing for a eorpe of 
reserves, not more than one hundred thou- 
sand men, to be put into training in camps 
In the different Slates, and made ready for 
use, aad proffering their hearty oo-opera- 
tioD. All the Qovernors present signed 
the letter, except Bradford, of Maryland. 

The convention informally agreed to call 
the attention of the Government to the 
usefulness of sending to their homes sleh 
and wounded soldiers, also to call attention 
to tho practice now prevailing, of permit- 
ting enured eoldien of giving their pa- 
role to the enemy. It was shown in discus- 
sion that the States are not to be blamed 
for any deficiency ia troops, delays ef mus- 
tering them into eerviee teing caueed by a 
laek of mustering offioert, clothing, equip- 
ments, ete. The reporter learns that the 
Post’s article is on the authority of one of 
the members of the convention.

ed of some of his stock. At the same time 
sqnada were sent to arrest Unioa men from 
wham attempts were made to exact an oath 
te Mipport the Southern Confederacy, which 
wereansiioeessful with perbape a single ex- 
ception. 'iTiey seat a demand of surrender 
t« Col. Net ter, hoping to re-eiiaet the 
Clarksville sffair, but the gallant Colonel 
{mlitely deoliued, and they as wisaly de- 
cUaod to attack kim. Net ter then 

made preparaiioa to attack them and was 
placing a portion of his men as a reserve 
aad protection for thecaiup while the main 
body should oouie up to town and engage 
tNe rebels, when he was fired upon by a 
coaoealed foe, and fell dead shot through 
the breast. His murderer was killed the 
next iaaUkBt. The Federals loet several 
others in wounded and prisoners, also a 
number of horses. The guerrillas i emain- 
e<l in town until one oelock when they 
withdrew. Diking with them six or seven 
hoys. Ibey encamped a few miles from 
town, where they spent the night, imme- 
diaSely after the arrival of the guerrillas 
twe squads of soldiers were sent, one to 
Rockport and tjie other to Enterprise, Ind., 
to notify the militia of the county opposite 
us. In a few hours the intelligence was 
spread ia every direction and nearly three 
huedred farmeva, young and old, came with 
their guns to meet the insolent foe. The 
steamer McComlia was impressed into aer- 
vioe and brought them here about dark.

aeareh of the enemy, aad about breakfast 
time Saturday morning came up with him 
at Southerland'fl farm, seveu mileg from 
town.
